MOXTREAT,, Nov. 10. — The seven- 


story stone building at the corner of 
Craig street and Place d'Arms hill, 
owned by the Montreal Street Railway 
Co.. 
collapsed 
yesterday afternoon. 


Twenty-one taen employed on the 
building were buried in the ruins, of 
whom three are known to be dead, 
•while a number of others are badly in- 
jured. But fifteen of the men have 
thus far been accounted for and it is 
feared that the other six are dead in 
the ruins. 


The fire brigade and a large number 


of policemen searched the ruins until 
niphtfal!, when work was suspended 
until this morning. 


The accident occurred shortly after 


3 o'clock, the building falling without 
a moment's warning. The police pa- 
trol, fire brigade and ambulances were 
soon at the scene, while an enormous 
crowd gathered in the vicinity. Sev- 
eral priests were summoned for the pur- 
pose of giving spiritual consolation to 
the dying. 


Prof. James Stevenson, who was 


passing when the building collapsed, 
rushed 
into the basement and, al- 


though staggered under an avpAanche 
of bricks, managed to rescue Pilon and 
Marquis. The latter died a moment 
later. 
Prof. Stevenson in rescuing 


the wounded was badly bruised. His 
face and clothing were covered with 
blood. Wood, one of the rescuers, says 
the accident was due to the iron beams 
breaking. 


There was no warning until the 


floors began to give way. 
While the 


men were working on a diffeaent floor 
of the building there suddenly came a 
deafening crash, when down came the 
iron beams, planking, 
mortar 
and 


laths, a jumbled heap. 


As soon as the terrible calamity 


dawned upon the people the work of 
rescue bejran. The Hayes truck of the 
fire department as well as the ordinary 
ladders were on hand, and the dead 
and dying were brought to the ground 
with all- possible haste. The electric, 
and telegraph wires were a great hin- 
drance to the work, and the firemen 
quickly cut them. 


On the west end of the building a 


poor fellow was picked up who had 
fallen from one of the upper stories. 
It was at first thought that lie was 
dead, but an examination showed that 
he still breathed and he was taken to 
the hospital. A few seconds later, a 
second human form was seen crashing 
from the roof to the ground below. 
He also was picked up for dead and 
was taken to the hospital. 


At 4 o'clock one poor workman was 


found lying under a huge iron beam on 
the top of an inside wall on the first 
story. His cries were painful to hear. 
TUere were a number of willing hands 
rendering what assistance they could 
to free him, but without avail.

Which the United States Postal Aothorltlcn 


are Trying to Break Up. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—It is said at 


the post office department that vigor- 
ous measures will be taken to break up 
the fraudulent patent medicine com- 
panies operating at South Bend, Ind., 
which is regarded as a perfect "neat" 
(or these concerns. Two weeks ago the 
department 
declared fifty-six com- 


panies in that city to be conducting a 
fraudulent enterprise, 
and 
forbade 


ihem the use of the United States 
mails, under penalty of criminal prose- 
cution. The department has been in- 
formed that about 200 more fictitious 
medicine companies at South Bend, 
presumably operated by a few persons, 
Lave been carrying: on their business 
by extensive advertising- and using the 
mails. 


"Fraud" orders have consequently 


been issued against them, and crim- 
inal proceedings will be set on foot to 
punish the persons implicated. This 
action has been taken by the depart- 
ment upon the complaints of the citi- 
zens of South Bend, who protested that 
the projectors of the scheme were get- 
ting immensely rich, and poor and gul- 
lible people were being extensively vic- 
timized. 


A fraud order was also issued yes- 


terday afternoon by the department 
against the Fortune Publishing- Co., 
Detroit, Miefy 
The mode of operation 


of this organization was to advertise 
a word-guessing contest with 81 en- 
trance. The prize off ered was S20 to 
each lucky guesser, but while the re- 
bus appeared very simple it always 
happened that no one was able to 
solve the riddle. The persons con- 


• neeted with the swindle will be ar- 
rested.

Indianapolis Special: In response to a 


request for an expression of his views 
regarding the result of Tuesday's elec- 
tion, ex-President Harrison sail?: "It is 
the most extraordinary political revolu- 
tion the country has ever witnessed. 
Wherever there was a free ballot the 
vote of confidence given in 1892 to the 
Democratic party (if one was given) has 
been recalled, and a vote of utter and 
final repudiation substituted. For thirty 
vSars party expediency has been substi- 
tuted by the leaders for party principle, 
and expediency had as many faces as 
there were congressional districts. Every 
eccentric cross-current of popular preju- 
dice was followed as if it were the gulf 
stream. No passion was too wild for a 
Democratic mount. Classes were cre- 
ated and inflamed to outbreak and disor 
der. In one state debauched currency, 
and in another a socialism that was near 
to anarchy were given a bed. Property, 
especially mills and factories, was in- 
vested and assaulted in one section and 
in another trusts were secretly coddled. 
The old Democratic doctrine that fa- 
vored the levying of customs duties to 
the limit of an adequate revenue was 
abandoned. A deficiency to be made 
good by bond issues or by internal taxes 
was preferred to the 'incidental protec- 
tion' that 
adequate customs duties 


would give. Tho silver \ question waa 
dealt with in the most vascillating and 
irresponsible manner. 


"A vast majority of our prople believt 


in a protective tariff—never so many anc 
never so strongly as now. They differ 
as to rates and schedules, but not as to 
true principle. They believe in reciproc 
ity as the first method of getting foreign 
markets. They believe in a progressive 
and American foreign policy. The work 
ingmen voted their prejudices in 1892 
this year they voted their patriotism anc 
their love of home. 


The great victory secured by the re 


formers in New York City ought to have 
been mentioned in the Thanksgiving 
proclamation—perhaps it would if i 
had come earlier. It gives the assurance 
BO much needed that there is an ade 
quato recuperative power in the mos' 
ring-ridden communities; that popula: 
government is equal to its severest tes 
—the control of great cities.

Declaration of Principles: 


We, the members of the Municipal Club of Decatur, inviting the co-operation 


of all our fellow citizens, hereby declare and pledge ourselves to the enforcpnii-iit 
of the following principles : 


First—wo, as citizens of Decatur, believe that our highest Interests will lie materially yrnnicitcil 
by the absolute separation of municipal government from nutlfltml and state politics.
